Th Denmark Lynching Has

Aroused the Negro

AND WILL CHANGE POLITICS

plainly evident that the suiface
there are strong currents of bitter feel

ing at wink, that will not ccaie to rest
until they have wrought marked change
in the very subetratuiu of olitic in the
Palmetto tate and. by syuiMthetic ac-

tion, in the whole of the great Uack
of the south. Public meeting to voice
the opinions of localities upon thia ca
have cead. Put it haa by no means
drcppetl out of public attention, and
there is a feeling of disquiet evident on
all aide.

An Ominous Sign.
Wherever a group of negroea aro to

le Hfn together, the chanct-- are tn to
one that they are talking aRut the
Denmark affair, and an ominous sign is
tbtt they do not talk with the white
lople ataiut it; for heretofore they have
I to freo to complain to tliat element in
tho conauunity, when they felt that
thtv had cause.

"There i a division of feeling among
th whites, but it is by no means an even
division. The moat intluential news
pafiers in the state have, with practical
unanimity, condemned the lynching
and. inoro strongly still, the white citi
ten a ho. in formal public meeting as
at Iiarnwell. held up the hands of the
lynchers and denounced the editor who
stigmatized the lynching aa a guarder.
Hut notwithstanding theee utterance
by the newspapers there is reason to le-licv- e

that they do not represent the feel-

ing of their reader. A small element
amongst the white population boldly de-

clare that Peterson wae.lfuilty of the
foul crime, which no aouthern man
would hesitate to punish by lynch law.
Hut a much larger element, accepting
the positive testimony of the girl, who
was th victim of the out rag, to tho
"tTect that Peterson was not her assail-an- t

ami hi alibi, aro never th,I of
opinion that an example waa nrceanary
to eecure the safety of their fumil nd
o nanction the aacritlce of the negro

life.

Pitted agair.Mt thc; two elnionts,

and in the minority o far sc!oe in-

quiry can discern, are the white men
who contend for strict justice; for ob-
servance of the forms of law. and who
desire to foster the development of the
natural resource of the state by areoir-in- g

The
negro. are acting with prudence and
are diecuseing the affair calmly, but
earneatly.
